Dr, Salmon of the United States Depart- 
ment of Animal Industry very wisely de- 
clines to Waste Government money, in re- 
sponse to a proposition of the Chicago Live 
Stock Exchange, in trying an experiment 
to teat the contagiousness of pluro-pneumo- 
nia, and very tersely cites numerous ‘ex- 
periments” which are now being tried in 
different herds in Ohio, Kentucky and I)li- 
nois, in all of which the nature of the dis- 
ease is plainly shown. 





The extent of the recent spread of conta- 
gious pleuro-pneumonia is now being real- 
ized as the disease bas time to develop. 
It is appearing in many new outbreaks, 
and bids fair to give the authorities some- 
thing to do before itis stamped out. It has 
already been found in the three States, Lili- 
nois, Ohio and Kentucky. So far it is work- 
ing among the Jerseys, in which breed it 
was scattered. In view of this fact Jerseys 
were prohibited from the State Fair at Chi- 
cago, and at the St. Louis Fair, held last 
week, all cattle were excluded. 





J. J. Towle, Carthage, has practically 
solved the problem of what to do with the 
fall fruit. As usual in fruitful years, early 
apples are a drug inthe market,and they 
are all too plenty to be utilized in home 
consumption. Mr. Towle has an evyporat- 
or of his own invention, and with it he has 
manufactured a half-ton of evaporated ap- 
ple, from the perishable early fruit of his 
own raising. Most of the early apples are 
choice for cooking purposes, aod can be uti- 
lized to good advantage with the evaporat- 
or. A Winthrop orchardist who runs an 
evaporator, has set a large orchard to pro- 
fuse bearing early sorts for the purpose of 
making this disposition of them.

the next exhibition. This means the 
eomplete changing of the present sys- 
tem, and the introduction in its place 
of a system which will secure the hearty 
co-operation of our poultry breeders. 
We are glad to note this appreciation of 
our poultry interests, and all may may rest 
assured that under Dr. Twitchell’s know- 
ledge of what is needed in this connection 
the poultry will secure their full share of 
attention.

size to that from the interior. We believe 
we are correct in saying that neither Sagada- 
hoc, Lincoln or Knox has ever carried off 
a first premium on general collection, al- 
though there is each year, so far as a col- 
lection of varieties of standard merit is 
concerned, creditable contributions from 
that section. This fruit is always small 
and not well colored, as seen at the Fair, 
when placed in comparison with that from 
the extreme northern border. There is, 
however, a fact here connected which can- 
not be discovered by a study of the exhibi- 
tion alone. It has been¢ound that later on 
in the season this fruit in these counties 
makes a rapid gain in siz° and a correspond- 
ing change in appearance, so that at the 
winter exhibitions it compares favorably 
with fruit from theinterior. This retarded 
condition of the fruit at the usual time of 
the autumn fairs is probably accounted for 
in the general backwardness of the locality 
in the spring months in consequence of the 
low temperature occasioned by proximity 
to the ocean currents from the northern 
seas. 

A further proof of the correctness of 
these conclusions is found on the exhibi- 
tion tables where it is noted that our early 
varieties like the Early Harvest, Red As- 
trachan, Sweet Bough and Williams Early 
are usually shown in better preservation 
than in the collections from the central part 
of the State. 

So far, then, as size and flavor are con- 
cerned the defects plainly shown at the 
autumn exhibition are corrected in the few 
weeks following, are large and choice 
fruit is the result. There is, however, to 
be discovered in fruit from the shore coun- 
ties named a greater tendency to spot with 
fungus, than with the fruit growm in local- 
ities more remote from the shore. This 
fungoid defect is not always to be found by 
any means; still, with varieties which have

lin. There can be no question but this is 
caused by the peculiar fog aud moisture 
driven inland from the salt water. By 
alluding to it here we would not convey 
the idea that it is a serious obstacle to fruit 
culture, byany means. It is neither fre- 
quent enough nor serious enough to be 
so considered, and was referred to 
only from the fact that traces of it more 
less marked are frequently to be found 
in the collective exhibits from the 
locality under consideration. 

Another interesting fact plainly shown 
is that the peculiar conditions found in 
Knox and Lincoln do not apply to Cumber- 
land, bordering on Casco bay. Here almost 
down to the water’s edge, the fruit is as 
well perfected at the time of the exhibition, 
as in the interior, and there seems to be 
little tendency to spot. There is em- 
phatic evidence of this in the collections 
from this locality. We all well know, 
though not to be discovered on fruit tables, 
that vegetation around Casco bay is not 
delayed in spring time by proximity to the 
ocean, but on the contrary, is usually some- 
what in advance of the rest of the State. 

The above facts shown by a study of the 
fruits as seea on the tables, and corroborated 
by still wider observations, will be found 
to correspond closely with the distribution 
of the premiums of the Pomological Socie- 
ty on collections during the years since its 
work began, and will plainly account for 
the fact of those premiums usually going 
where they have. 





York County Fair. 


The old York County Agricultural Soci- 
ety, for several years for some reason, fell 
out of favor with many of the farmers, 
and did not receive their cordial support. 
As a consequence the stock featunes of the 
annual Fair were weak, and did not draw 
the attention of the farming community. 
But a change has, happily. come over its 
management. It is now oflicered from the 
ranks of the sturdy farmers, and they are 
putting in some vigorous work for the 
cause, and are heartily supported by the 
farming pubdli¢. The Society have ample 
grounds, well located within easy reach of 
the cities of Biddeford and Saco, on which 
they have stables and other conveniences 
for the steck, and a good track on which to 
show the speed of their horses. We shall 
look for years of prosperous work from 
this society. Let the farmers take hold 
with a will and make up a large and attrac- 
tive display of the stock, of all kinds, from 
their farms, and let the Society act in sym- 
pathy with them by supplying acéommoda- 

where it can be conveniently and at- 


pour in its people, and the twin cities pour 
out their people and give ita generous 
financial support. Let the farmers always 
bear in mind that crowds do not flood the 
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the State Fair and get some inspiration in 
the direction of breeding and raising choice 
steers. If there is amy money from the 
keeping of oxen, there is more from the 
growing of them ap from cattle. 

The show of cows and heifers was com- 
paratively small. A large herd was shown 
by D. A. Burnham, Biddeford, some 30 
head, of grade Jerseys, headed by the 
thoroughbred A. J.C. C. bull, **Polo Dane.” 
This herd contained some good animals, 
and all of them showed good care and 
good feed from their owner. This collec- 
tion added much to the show. There were 
some other small llecti among 
them two good, thoroughbred, Shorthorn, 
threé years heifers with calves, medium 
size, fine pointed animals, euch as are 
wanted in large numbers from which to 
breed their steers. 

Several flocks of good grade sheep were 
shown, a few in pens where they could 
easily be examined, while others were not 
taken out of the carts in which they were 
carted. These could not be seen if one 
wanted. They were, however, good enough 
to show, and should have bad neat pens 
convenient to reach, 

Several litters of pigs with the breeding 
sows that brought them, made up the por- 
cine show—mostly grade Cheater. 

A very creditable collection of poultry 
was shown, made up of pure stock of the 
popular breeds, including the Langshangs 
and the Wyandotis. These poultry coops 
attracted, as they deserved, a good deal of 
attention. 

Only & limited number of implements was 
shown, and no particular effort was made 
to display them. The dealers in these 
farm appliances would find it to their ad- 
vantage to display their goods where’ they 
would find an appreciative audience. An- 
other year, an effort should be made to add 
largely to this important feature. 

At 11.30 o'clock; a brief address was 
given by the editor of the Farmer, to the 
fargers present, who assembled on the 
seats in front of the judges’ stand and gave 
undivided attention to a common sense pre- 
sentation of some of the conditions of suc- 
cess in farming. 

In the afternoon, the drawing matches 
absorbed the attention of all hands, and 
were an interesting feature. The attend- 





ance was good throughout the day, and in| 


the afternoon was large for the first day. 
This indicates a healthy interest in the 
squarely agricultural-features of the show. 

The Fair proper was held in City Hall, in 
charge of Mr. J, F. Libby. This was not 
ready for visitors till evening, and at the 
time of our visit could only give promise 
of what was to be. There were coming in, 
collections of choice fruit, fine samples of 
butter, a large display of household goods, 
together with the irrepressible, but always

The 
road is about three wiles in this township 
It is over a ridge of very poor land, uu- 
usually so for Aroostook. ‘The timber was 
years ago all cut off, the fre followed the 
axe, and burned up the surface soil and 
vegetable mould until hardly anything is 
left but bare rocke. White birch bushes 
and small poplar trees, which have sprung 
up amidst decayed pine stumps and dead 
stubs, are about all the signs of the vege- 
table kingdom there are to be seen. Such 
spots as this the world over are the very 
paradise of poverty. A class of people, 
born to poverty, and instinctively de- 
termined to remain poor, always find such 
spots as this, and down they sit. contented 
and happy as are the inhabitants of hea- 
ven. It is the highest dream they have of 
ahappy home, here or hereafter. Give 
such people a free pass to find and occupy 
the **happiest spot below,” and you will find 
them in a month setiled among rocks, upon 
the side or top of some hill, with a patch 
of potatoes as large as a bed blanket, upon 
which is waged a triangular war between 
the children, bugs and pigs, whilst the 
hero of the play sits upon a rickety chair 
at the door, with a pipe in his mouth, sing- 
ing between the whilfs, “I am monarch 
of all [ survey.” Ask them what is their 
idea of Heaven and they will tell you “It 
isa land of pure delights,” caused by hav- 
ing a sure foundation stone on which to 
eat, drink and sleep. and have plenty of 
whiskey and tobacco! 

Scattered along on either side of this 
three miles of road, are small buts, some 
of logs and some of boards, some twelve 
feet by ten, others smaller, and others a 
little larger, with stove funnels pointing 
upwards through the roofs, doors hung 
with leather hinges, the latch string, it 
may be on the outside, the only sign of 
civilization to be seen. Some windows 
with a few panes of glass, others with 
none. This is the general appearance of 
the homes upon this township. Some are 
little better, many worse. A poor cow may 
sometimes be seen browsing the bushes, 
and then there will be none for quite a dis- 


tance. 

A small piece of pvtatoes, a few hills of 
beans, a few oats growing among the rocks, 
and occasionally a shoot of grass are the 
green things to be seen in this paradise. 
What is to be seen indoors I do not know, 
but judging by the bare footed women, and 
half clothed children I saw at the doors, 
nothing very inviting. In one house, | 
was told, were several children, too young 
to take care of themselves, whose father 
and mother werc in Houlton jail for selling 
rum, sent there by atrial Justice of Asb- 
land; and the overseers of the poor of 
Ashland take care of the children, wisely 

to maintain the children rather 
than to have the — selling rum. 
But, *‘what will the harvest be” in such a 
community ? 

The only thing I saw in Sheridan, with 
only a sad interest, I will call for the want 
of a better name, 

A PREACHING MACHINE. 
I had been told there is a man in Sheridan, 
who has a wonderful machine which he 
calls “Adam and Eve.” My informant 
did not seem to know much about it, and 
I requested my friend with whom I rode, 
who had seen it, to call upon the maker of 
the curiosity, who lives in the best house 
in Sheridan, although it is quite small. 
When we drove to the door, Mr. McClellan, 
the maker, met us, and on my being intro- 
duced he said, “you are the very man I 
want to see, [can show you something to 
write about in the papers.”

= his reply bad been sent to me, (as it 
should haye been) before its publication, 
I am satisfied he would have materially 
modified his charges, upon my calling his 
attention to the error and misstatements he 
has permitted to be put in print. He says 
“no one has a right to set himself up as a 
critic upon stallion awards, who will let 
his prejudice cirry him so far that he can- 
not see any stallion in Maine, except one 
or two which happen to be pets of his,” 
and | quite agree with him, but when he 
comes to say, “The doctor seems to glory 
over the fact that Glenarm received first 
premium over all others without any stock 
whatever to show,” at the Maine State Fair 
of 1883, he i out of his way to make a 
statement, the facts most flatly contradict. 

In the Farmer of January 34, 1884, I 
criticized the action of the committee at the 
State Fair of 1883, when they awarded 
first premium to Glenarm, and put myself 
upon record, after referring to suth 
stallions as Gideon, Whalebone Knox, 
Black Pilot, and others, then exhibited, 
by saying: “Still I very much doubt the 
ropriety or wisdom of passing over in si- 
ence such stallions as | have named, to 
give marked prominence to any young and 
untried sire, no matier how fast he may be 
able to trot when shown in harness, and 
the fact still remains that no standard bred 


wholesale slander and abuse by newspapers 
of the judges who serve in such cases 


without pay, and simply to aid the man- 
agers of the Fair to have fair and impartial 
decisions.” I believe the owners of Dr. 


Franklin object as much to that decision as 
the Lewiston Journal, and I heartily con- 
cur in their objections, as far as they re- 
late to the service upon that committee of 
any man who was directly interested in the 
stock he was to judge. The chairman of 
the committee owns, and keeps for service 
in a neighboring state, an Almont stallion, 
and I care not how experiencd or how 
honest he may have been, it was no place 
for him to render a fair and impartial de- 
cision. 

The Live Stock Journal says of jwiging 
at Agricultural Fairs: **The qualifications 
of the judges should not be overlooked in 
the general reformation of our County 
Fairs. Men of experience and knowledge 
in the several departments should be se- 
lected in advance, and not be picked up hap- 
hazard on the grounds from the audience. 
It is beyond cavil that the strongest-mind- 
ed man will rule the other judges in their 
decision. The strongest-minded man may 
know the least, or be dominated by favorit- 
ism or prejadices that disqualify him from 
giving an intelligent opinion. Ali these 
errors should be guarded against by cer- 
tain strong, simple, comprehensive rules 
upon which the award is to be made, just 
as a righteous jury renders a verdict upon 
both the law and the evidence.” 

I hope before another year some such 
rules may be agreed upon in Maine, and 
although in the present case I have only 
endeavored to deprive my friend of his 
good-natured though mi chievous inten- 
tions towards myself, my column is al- 
ways open to any fair discussion of this 
subject, believing the highest success may 
be attained in the future through a wise

The Pacing and Four-Yoar-0ld Reo- 

ord Beaten—Jonhston and Minnie R. 

At the Chicago Driving L’ark, on Friday, 
Oct. 3, two members of Com. Kittson's 
stable greatly distinguished them<elves. 
Johnston reduced the pacing record from 
2.10 to 2.0644, and Minnie R., hooked with 
running mate, paced a mile in 2.0344. The 
track was firm and elastic, the sun warm 
and there was but little wind. On the day 
that Com. Kittson purchased Minnie R., he 
won his first trotting race with Von Arnim. 
That was in July, 1882, and a little group 
joined the Commodore in celebrating the 
event over foaming glasses of lager. Min- 
nie R. was bred in Lyon County, Ky., and 
she was foaled in 1872. Her sire wasa 
horse called John C. Breckenridge, who 
was advertised as a thoroughbred and who 
looked like a thoroughbred. The dam 
of Minnie R. was partly running bred, and 
while being used im the stud she went 
blind. Asa trotter Minnie R. obtained a 
record of 2.19, and this year a single-har- 
ness pacing record of 2.16 was put upon 
her. Her running-mate record of 2.034

Beal, as saying that ~-Mr. Drake has rea- 
son to be satisfied with the award of the 
committee on stallions at the Eastern 
State Fair, while Dr. Franklin and Black 
Pilot were awarded first and second pre- 
miums, and Glenarm third, it was on ac- 
count of their fast records and the per- 
formance of their get.” if this statement 
is true, why was not the positions of the 
leading stallions reversed, and first premi- 
um given to Black Pilot? He has a 
public record of 2.30, and is the sire of 
Pilot Knox, with a public record of 
2.2144;° of Centurion with a public 
record of 2.27; and of Tinnie B with a 
record of 24754; while Dr. Franklin, bas 
not yet entered the charmed circle of 2.30, 
nor has hea single representative in the 
230 list.

and if it is true that Mr. Drake is satisfied 
with his award, it is certain that Major 
Richards is not, for he has filed a written 
protest against it. 

I know the claim was made for Dr.

Many a poor child has been whipped and 
sent to bed and been looked upon as a 
transgressor of the moral law, when he 
was suffering from indigestion. Children 
are sometimes so filled with pain that they 
cannot fix their minds upon the cause, or 
point it out, and so are punished for ugli- 
ness when they are all mate suffering as 
much as they can bear. What wonder 
that we see so many abnormal characters, 
so many men and women who seem marge’ 
and twisted out of all proper form, w 
we consider the misconstruction to which 
they have been subjected as children.

Right here in Maine, it is true that the 
woolen manufacturers bave not made any 
money the past year, although it is pretty 
evident that a good many of the shrewdest 
of them have done fairly well. Whilea 
good many of these manufacturers haye 
wished that their mills had been made 
smaller, and they have felt for some time 
considerably di aged, at p there 
is a better feeling. Stock is cheap enough, 
and now a better market is expected. 
Those who have visited our State Fairs 
and seen the exhibition of woolen goods, 
must have noticed the improvement in the 
quality of the goods. ‘his is rendered 
necessary On accvunt of the sharp compe- 
tition. This excellence which the public 
insists upon is quite incompatible with any 
cheap labor, and therefore for the special 
departments of these mills high prices are 
paid for labor. New mills are constantly 
springing up in Maine. As we write, there 
are be fore us specimens of dress goods, extra 
fine, 54 inches wide, and at ninety cents a 
yard, turned out at the recently established 
Coburn Woolen Mill at Skowhegan. The 
fineness of the texture and the beauty of 
the shade must attract attention. If this 
business was in a discouraged condition, 
without brightening prospects, capitalists 
would not put out their money for the 
building and equipment on new mills. 

The remarks we have made will hold 
true in a measure concerning our cotton 
mills. There has not been a failure the 
past year in a single instance in the cotton 
mills of Maine, and with few exceptions, 
where temporary suspensions have taken 
place, the mills have been run on full tim». 
New mills have been proj: cted, and new 
machinery has been put into the old ones. 
We were talking the other day with one of 
the brightest and most clear-headed men to 
be found in Maine, connected largely with 
cotton manufactures, and his outlook for 
the future was vertainly « cheerful one, 
and had nothing of the atmosphere of the 
graveyard. His idea is, that the careful- 
ness and conservatism of manufacturers 
will enure to the stability and permanency 
of their business, and is contident that there 
is a bright future for the cotton mills of 
Maine. 





We see in the present condition of things 
a healthy, rather than an unhealthy state. 
There is great caution in buying on the 
part of merchants, who are not lumbering 
up their shelves with leable goods. At 
the present time there is a lull in the 
jection of new enterprises, but this is a 
natural sequence to the great activity of 
the past four or five years. Everything 
must have arest. The earih bas yielded 
an abundant harvest. In quality and quan- 
tity no previous year equals it. Its price 
lessens the profit to the farmer, but it in- 
creases its value tothe public, whose pur- 
chasing capacity in the direction of manu- 
factures is sure to be greatly advanced by 
the low cost of food im the next year. 
Low prices are always incident to great 
plenty, and there certainly appears to be a 
great abundance of all commodities—plen- 
ty of food, plenty of clothing, and plenty 
of material. This abundance arises from 
well employed and skillful labor, and from 
the fertility of our soil. And cheap food 
means plenty for all, an indication of the 
bountiful band of kind Providence in car- 
ing for every living thing. Let us all take 
courage and priss forward hopefully into 
the fature. 





Cheap Sweetening. 
Every housekeeper has discovered that 
sugar is cheap, and those must have long 
experience who can remember the time 
when so many pounds could be bought for 
a dollar as now. It issaid that the people 
of this country are using five pounds this 
year for every four pounds used a year 
ago, but such an enormous increase as 
that in an article of common necessity, in 
whose use few stinted themselves because 
of its price seems scarcely possible. The 
cheapness is certain, however, and the 
cause of it isnot in doubt. The great in- 
crease inthe manufacture of beet sugar 
basso diminished the cost of production 
that beet sugar now undersells cane sugar. 
The beet fields of Germany and France 
bave bankrupted the cane fields of Cuba, 
Prof. Collier, formerly the chemist of the 
agricultural bureau, does not abate any of 
his confidence im tae future of sorghum as 
the source of sugar, and contends that sug- 
arcan be profitably made from sorghum 
even at present prices, and that all which 
this country needs, and more, can be made 
in the United States. His reasons for 
thinking so are these: About thirty-eight 
per cent. of the cultivated land of the 
United States is now devoted to maize or 
Indian corn, and it is of course, a profitable 





crop, or its cultivation would be aband- 
oned.

the house. While they were inside, 
Sheriffs Thomas F. Malloy and Stephen 
Cobb advanced up the road from the di- 
rection of the Home. They were armed 
with a warrant for the arrest of Downs for 
single sale of liquor, besides two other war- 
rants which were in their possession. Mrs. 
Wallace saw the officers first and informed 
ber husband. In a twinkling they entered 
their carriage. Wallace lashing his horse 
with a whip, drove down the lane In an 
endeavor to escape. He was ordered to 
stop by the sheriffs, but continued on. 
Mr. Cobb jumped out and seized the horse 
by the bits, clinging thereto, Malloy then 
proceeded to search the wegon for liquor, 
which contained suspicious looking pack- 
ages. Wallace said, with much veaom, 
“You have no right to search my wagon.” 
Cobb replied, “We have aright and are 
going to search it." The sheriff in the rear 
remarked to Cobb, “Let’s take the wagon 
down to the Home and search it.” 
ive meanwhile was reaching his hand 
around to his hip pocket, evidently for the 
purpose of drawing a revolver. Sheriff 


repeated three times, **Charles, don’t draw 
that revolver.” Wallace drew out the 
pistol and aimed it at Cobb; Malloy seized 
his arm to prevent Cobb from being shot, 
when Wallace wheeled about and deliber- 
ately shot Mr. Mailoy. The bullet struck 
Mr. Malloy in the left breast, diagonally, 
in a downward direction, and took fatal 
effect. He fired a second time, but the bul- 
let missed its mark. The ground was red- 
dened by the blood of the officer, and as he 
fell, he exclaimed, “Oh, God, my wife and 
children!” Malloy’s pistol was found 
unused by his side, covered with his cwn 
blood. 

Un the second report of the pistol Sheriff 
Cobb jumped towards Wallace, who, on his 


The sheriff grasped the weapon with his 
hand and wrenchei it from the murderer, 
who was only prevented from firing by 
this timely action. But for Cobb’s in-tant- 
ly grasping the pistol, he would have 
shared the fate of his companicn. Wal- 
lace was at once ironed and put into the 
guard house, and from thence taken to the 
Augusta jail, where he was incarcerated. 
The dying officer was tenderly taken up 
and placed upon a team by JosLua Downs, 
and driven to his home. “My God, my 
God,” he moaned, * Let me lie down; drive 
faster, faster; Josh, let me lie down and 
die here.” Tbey drove by the prisoner. 
“Oh, Charles Morgan, what did I ever do 
to you?” were bis words as he passed. 
Covering his face with his hands he sank 
down into the bottom of the buggy. He 
died in about ten minutes after reaching 
home, surrounded by his family, and 
friends from the Soldiers’ Home, where he 
was well known and popular. 

Thomas F. Maijloy, who has thus fallen 
a victim of a rumseiier, was of Lrish birth 
and served during the war of the rebellion 
in Co. F, 173 N. Y., and was 41 years of age. 
He has been an inmate of the Home for 12 
years, and for several years past sergeant 
of police. His late residence is a small 
brown house, the first on the Hallowell 
road after leaving the Home. He leaves a 
wife and four young children. 

The murderer, Wallace, is about 45 
years of age, a bad looking fellow, thin, 
spare, and unintelligent, just fitted for a 
rumseller and a murderer. He was at one 
time an inmate of the Home, but has lately 
lived with his wife in a small house some 
half a mile from the Home. Wallace was 
arraigned before Judge Andrews, on Fri- 
day, for the murder of Sergeant Malloy, 
and quite a number of witnesses were ex- 
amined. The government witnesses re- 
lated the incidents connected with the 
tragedy, about as we have given them above.
